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A FEW GOOD MEN AND WOMEN 


The Contra Costa County Sheriff's Amateur 
Radio Communications Team (ARC), sometimes re- 
ferred to as the "Sheriff's Uniform Group”, is looking 
to expand its numbers by adding interested Hams to 
its ranks. It is made up of about 20 licensed Amateur 
Radio Operators who are level IV Reserves in the 
Contra Costa County Sheriffs Department. With the 
expansion of the team’s involvement in various public 
service activities in conjunction with officers of the 
Sheriff's Department and the Contract Cities, with the 
Search and Rescue Team, and with the Marine Patrol, 
there is a need to add new members to the group to 
better fulfil its commitments. 

The ARC has been in existence for about 
seven years and is a specialized unit of RACES. Its 
activities are intended to expand the scope of 
ARES/RACES and not to conflict or compete with 
reguiar ARES/RACES activities. Indeed, membership 
in RACES Is a requirement to joining ARC and regular 
participation in RACES training and activities is 
urged. Current Disaster Services Worker registration 
with the County is aiso required. 

ARC member's participation on the Team 
currently includes three levels of involvement: 1) 
working in special areas of the Sheriff's Department 
with clerical duties, 2) public services activities and 
patro! support and 3) Search and Rescue Team sup- 
port. Members may involve themselves is any or all 
of these areas. 

Any Ham of either gender who is 18 years of 
age or older with a Technician or higher class license, 
who is an American citizen and has graduated from 
High School is eligible to apply. They must aiso be 
abie to pass a thorough background check by the 
Sheriff's Department. First Aid and CPR certification 
is a requirement but this training is provided by the 
Department. Uniforms are also provided to ARC 
Team members. 

ARC Team meetings are held at 7:30 PM on 
the third Wednesday of each month at the Sheriff's 
Field Operations Building in Martinez.
